B.C. TO SPEND S2.3 BILLION 


The attempt by five Victoria 
area MLSs to solve the Vic¬ 
toria Press labor dispute 
“didn’t work” and the dispute 
“will just have to run its own 
course," MLA Jim Gorst said 
Sunday. 

“The whole idea was to talk 
to the two sides to see if they 
could get together again and 
see if they could become more 
flexible in their positions," 
Gorst said. 

“We tried to get the sides 
together to talk, but I guess 
that’s just not going to work." 

The five, Gorst, Scott 
Wallace, Newell Morrison, 
David Anderson and Hugh 


Curtis, met with Victoria 
Press and union represen¬ 
tatives last week. 

After the meetings they sent 
a letter to Labor Minister Bill 
King reporting their findings. 

Gorst said he and the other 
MLAs had done what they 
could in their mediation ef¬ 
fort,” but both sides seem to 
be fixed in their positions. It 
will just run its own course." 

Gorst said he didn’t think 
the MLAs would be asked by 
King to take part in any 
further mediation talks. 

“For the minister to take an 
intervening role would be for 
him to step in where he wasn’t 
asked to." 


$240 home grants 
budget sweetener 


Premier Barrett Monday 
unveiled plans to spend a 
record $2.3 billion in the next 
fiscal year, including $100 
million to stimulate housing 
construction. 

In addition, he announced 
all renters will get a $30 an¬ 
nual grant for the first time, 
similar to the homeowner’s 
grant, while renters over 65 
will get a $30 increase in their 
grant to $80. 

Homeowners will get bet-

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ween $30 and $40. in addition 
to the $200 homeowner grant, 
as a first step toward 
removing school taxes from 
property. 

There were no tax increases 
for individual citizens and the 
premier, who also doubles as 
finance minister, said the 5 
per cent sales tax will be 
removed from books and used 
clothing. 

But the government has 
already indicated forest anc’ 
mining firms can expect to 
pay more in royalties and 
other fees in 1974. The $170.8 
million estimated increase 
from these resource royalties 
alone will be more than 
enough to finance tlie $100 
million housing program. 

Barrett called the spending 
program a Resource Dividend 
Budget 

The government expects 
revenues in the next' fiscal 
tt.l? billion, 
royalties from mining, 
forestry and other resources 
rising $170.8 million to $419.2 
million. New mining royalties 
are expected to be announced 
later in this session of the 
legislature. 

Provincial corporation and 
personal income taxes are 
expected to bring in $141.6 
million, up $89.8 million, while 
sales and fuel taxes will 
produce $490 million, up $73.5 
million. The tax rates have not 
been changed.

The budget predicts a 
surplus of about $50 million at 
the end of the fiscal year 
March 31, 1975, but such 
estimates have traditionally 
been much lower than the 
actual surplus. 

In housing, the government 
expects to be involved in the 
financing of over two-thirds of 
all new starts in the next fiscal 
year. 

The department of housing 
will have $50 million for land 
assembly, servicing, neigh¬ 
borhood improvement, co¬ 
operative housing and family 
rental housing. 

Another $10 million will be 
available to help nonprofit 
community groups to build 
1,600 units under the Elderly 
Citizens’ Housing Aid Act, 
about double the current 
year’s allotment. 

The government w ill add $40 
million to the Provincial 
Home Acquisition Fund for 
first and second mortgages. 


Hallway pig stays all night 


It may have been just a pig 
in a poke, but to 72 tenants of 
Princess Louise Apartments 
at 310 Roberts, it was a 
downright dirty trick. 

Last Thursday night 14 
families in the building, in¬ 
volving 20 children and a 
menagerie of pets, were told 
to ignore earlier eviction 
notices. 


Saturday night, a 30-pound 
pig was deposited on the 
fourth floor of the building 
where it did its best to feel at 
home. Finally, at 10 a.m. 
Sunday, a tenant called acting 
manager Nora Pasko. 

“There’s a pig sleeping in 
front of my door," the tenant 
complained. 

Victoria police were 
summoned and the pig was 
escorted to the basement 


furnace room and locked up 
until the SPCA arrived. 

"The smell was terrible, 
even from the ground floor,” 
Mrs. Pasko said, adding that 
the mess left by the animal 
was “unreal.” 

She said that if it was a 
prank, it was malicious, and if 
it was a protest against recent 
management-tenant dif¬ 
ferences. then “it was only 
ending up hurting everyone." 

The differences came to a 
head 10 days ago when the 14 


families facing evictions 
decided to fight the move. 
Earlier, apartment manager 
Mrs. S. W. Strykowski said 
that only six 30-day notices 
had been issued to people with 
children “running wild in the 
halls” and a family with a 
large German Shepherd dog 
that was not kept leashed. 

But after the tenants had 
met and their problems were 
reported in The Express, an 
agent from property manager 
Clay Realty of Vancouver 


The premier also an¬ 
nounced : 

The municipal share of 
welfare costs will be reduced 
to 10 per cent from 15 per cent.

The government expects to 
spend $2.17 billion plus $140 
million from last year’s 
surplus of $144 million.

Barrett warned people not 
to assume this type of free- 
spending would continue, 
however, as the province was 
engaged in what Barrett 
called a catch-up operation. 

“These highlights are a 
measure of our assessment of 
the deficiencies in govern¬ 
ment services left behind by 
the previous administration," 
he said. 

“The tremendous one-year 
lift in departmental current 
expenditures must be con¬ 
sidered as a catch-up budget 


in areas which this govern¬ 
ment considers to be 
inadequately serviced 
“While we have the fiscal 
resources to meet these 
commitments, I must make 
clear to the honorable 
members that this volume of 
expenditure increases cannot 
be anticipated into the 
future," Barrett said 
It was the first time a 
provincial budget had ex¬ 
ceeded $2 billion. Five years 
ago it was $1 billion. 

In addition to the budget 
provisions, the government 
has authorized B.C. Hydro to 
increase its borrowing power 
by $500 million for con¬ 
struction of dams, tran¬ 
smission lines and other 
projects. The program is part 
of a long-term plan to increase 
electrical power in the 
province.

visited the premises and 
talked to several families.

Instead, they can allow tax 
liabilities to accumulate to be 
paid eventually when the 
property is sold or out of their 
estate. Many persons on fixed 
incomes have been hard hit in 
recent years by rising 
municipal property tax. 

Premier Barrett had 
previously promised a 
program to defer tax in¬ 
creases above the 1973 
taxation level, but his budget 
speech indicated that full 
deferment of taxes will be 
offered to certain residents. 

“We wish to remove the 
immediate burden of property 
taxes for residents 65 years of 
age and over and for the 
disabled, blind and widows 
through a full deferment of 
property taxes on most homes 
of persons in these categories 


commencing in 1974,” Barrett 
said. 

The tax deferment plan 
would not be mandatory but, 
to those who chose deferment 
it could mean the end of all 
yearly tax payments. 

Other categories of property 
owners suffering under higher 
property assessments this 
year will be offered defer¬ 
ments on the actual tax in¬ 
creases over 1973, but not on 
the full tax bill

holding small parcels of land 
for future homes. 

No elaboration on the 
deferment program was of¬ 
fered in the budget speech but 
Barrett explained earlier that 
the provincial government 
would pay municipalities the 
amount of the deferred taxes 
and then collect the total 
deferred amount either when 
the property was sold or when 
an owner died and the 
property goes to estate. 

The premier said the 
deferments are “an interim 
measure," pending the results 
of an all-party committee of 
the legislature which will be 
formed this session to study 
and recommend changes in 
property assessments.

Another aspect of the continuing Battle of the Sexes 
that interests me is the problem of establishing a policy 
for the upbringing of the children. 

More and more I seem to be encountering husbands 
and wives who disagree on the fundamentals of child¬ 
raising. In most homes, 1 expect, a brisk argument may 
be launched by any innocent remark about the relative 
merits of love and discipline. 

As a father of three I have gone all the way with Dr. 
Benjamin Spock who believes that love and discipline are 
partners; or, rather, that they should be. But in actual 
fact it rarely seems to work out that way. It is usually love 
or discipline. 

Two things, I believe, are true of the average modern 
child. One is that he’s spoiled. The other is that he’s 
spoiled by his mother. There! My neck is out. 

It seems to me that a vast number of women have 
misunderstood the advice of the child psychologists and 
their emphasis on love. They confuse love with softness. 


Many a little monster is reared through the excessive, 
demonstrative affection of mothers who nourish the 
wistful dream that tenderness alone is the answer. They 
dare not be stern because they dare not risk the chance 
that a son or daughter will feel unwanted. 

And so you can count on the fingers of one hand the 
children you know who are truly well-behaved. 

Most of the husbands I know agree with me that the 
old-fashioned, out-dated methods were the best. True, 
these were often dictated by the times. In the day of the 
big family, for example, discipline was absolutely 
necessary. A home may survive with one rotten kid on the 
premises. It might not survive with 12. 

They are before my time, but they must have been 
wonderful days when a small boy or girl would respond to 
the word of command, when a child was just naturally 
expected to be polite and decent to his elders. And if we’re 
to believe the husbands of writers who have told their 
stories of such a childhood this discipline seldom got in the 
way of love. 


It's the curse of today's family — 

'Momism' is love minus discipline 


But this must be a two-way deal in which mother and 
father agree. A home in which the father is playing the 
role of sergeant-major and the mother is playing the role 
of comforter is bound to be unhappy. 

It’s a particularly tragic situation when a mother uses 
the father’s discipline as a threat, the You-be-good-or- 
Daddy-will-spank-you technique that’s all too common. 

I know of two fathers who have reconciled themselves 
to a more or less inactive role in the shaping of their 
children because pf this. You can hardly blame them. 
Every form of punishment, or any insistence on strict 
behavior merely drives the children into their mother’s 
soft, ever-ready embrace, the retreat from reality. 

I have dined in homes where the children ran the 
gamut from temper tantrums to open insolence simply 
because the parents couldn’t get together on a method. 

Nothing demonstrates this division so much as the 
question of spanking. No other subject will produce the 
quantity of irate, indignant mail from readers as a 


column suggesting that spare-the-rod-and-spoil-the-child 
is good advice. And all of it is from women. 

I generalize wildly, of course, but obedience in 
children these days is rare because “Momism’’ has 
become a disease of the times. 

And a spoiled child who must eventually face life on 
his own is ill-equipped for the demands of citizenship 
simply because he never learns them at home. 

The real proof of this is the private schools. I do not 
like the idea of sending children away from home, but in 
case after case I’ve seen boys and girls who were so- 
called “problem children” but returned after a single 
semester with astonishingly good manners and a sense of 
participation in the family group they’d never known 
before. 

What causes this? Why, of course, discipline does, and 
since children are remarkably reasonable when given the 
opportunity, they take to it not only naturally, but often 
gratefully.

The headline “Doctors rally 
’round country club” in the 
Jan. 31 Express angered me. 
For those readers who did not 
see the article, the phrase 
“country club" referred to 
Victoria General Hospital and 
the words were uttered by a 
politician at a meeting bet¬ 
ween the Victoria Medical 
Society and the advisory 
committee to the Capital 
Region Hospital Board 

The implication behind the 
phrase “country club" gives a 
completely erroneous image 
of the hospital and the doctors 
using it and I feel it not only 
irresponsible of a politician to 
use such a phrase but even 
more irresponsible for a 
newspaper to take this 
misstatement and headline it 
on the front page. 

It is this continuous type of 
tactic by the media that has 
caused the complete 
deterioration of the image of 
the medical profession. 

My husband came to Vic¬ 
toria 12 years ago-4o practise 
his specialty, having just 
completed 15 years of 
training. During these 12 
years, my husband and many 
like him attended many 
meetings scheduled for 7 a m. 
before starting a 12-hour 
working day. These meetings 
were for the specific purpose 
of discussing and formulating 
long-term plans for the best 
possible use of Victoria 
General Hospital. Ideas and 
suggestions would then go to 
the political level, the Capital 
Region Hospital Board which 
controls the finances. Nothing 
further would happen so the 
whole procedure would begin 
again with more 7 a m. 
meetings. It was the same 
frustrated doctors who at¬ 
tended these meetings year 
after year. 

The politicians during this 
same 12-year period came and 
went and so they could not 
possibly have the same deep 
concern for the deteriorating 
hospital situation. 

And so. having lost faith 
that anything constructive 
could come from these 
meetings. my husband 
stopped going to them so he 
could give his time to his 
patients without the 
frustration of political 
haggling

More than 300 people ordered municipal topsoil at a 
nominal $l*a yard to improve municipal boulevards in 
front of their houses, the only cost to Saanich being the 
original $3.50 a yard contract price for soil. The 1973 
boulevard budget was exhausted with these 300 applicants 
and more than 100 additional names were put on this 
year’s waiting list. 

Better boulevards — in most cases creating 
something that existed in name only — was a com¬ 
mendable, cheap way for the municipality to spruce 
thingsup with no continuing cost to taxpayers. 

The $1 a yard charge was to discourage those who 
were not really serious about the program. To make sure 
all soil was used as intended, the parks department 
supervised the quantity and placement of soil. 

Fine, Hope for the Garden Municipality shone 
through the asphalt gloom. 

But evidently the program worked too well. Now it is 
recommended by parks committee that council authorize 
a 100 per cent increase in the soil charge to $2 a yard, and 
at that rate fewer residents will want to spend their own 
money to subsidize the municipality’s boulevards. 

Oh well, it was a fine idea while it lasted.

For years, municipalities 
have been pleading with the 
provincial government to 
reduce their share of total 
welfare costs and now 
Premier Barrett has finally 
responded. 

The municipal share of the 
total welfare roll will be 
reduced from 15 to 10 per cent, 
a substantial saving, 
especially for urban com¬ 
munities with a large number 
of welfare cases. 

However, the increase in the 
per-capita grant to 
municipalities from $32 to $34 
will probably fall short of 
municipal expectations. 

Partial removal of 
education costs from property 
taxes, through a $30 to $40 
payment to homeowners, 
should also trigger a happy 
reaction among municipal 
officials, especially since the 
homeowners grant of $200 is 
untouched. 

Education costs, they have 
always claimed, are beyond 
their control since 
municipalities simply have to 
collect whatever school 
boards required. 

Municipalities will be able 
to effect further savings 
through the provincial 
takeover of all costs con¬ 
nected with the ad¬ 
ministration of justice in 
municipalities.

Indians on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island have won 
an historic first by negotiating 
control of their own affairs 
[ along with a $4 million budget 
from the federal government. 

The West Coast District 
Council of Indian Chiefs, 
'representing 13 bands with 
3,500 members, will assume 
responsibilities of the 
Department of Indian Affairs 
April L 

The bands are located at 
Gold River, Tahsis, Port 
Alberni, Ucluelet, Nitinat, 


Tofino, Ahousat, Hesquiat and 
Nootka. 

The agreement marks the 
first time in the country an 
Indian organization will be 
responsible for administration 
of its own affairs. 

Dan Watts, the council’s 
assistant director, said there 
are no strings attached to the 
agreement other than that the 
council will have to keep its 
books open to inspection by 
the Indian Affairs depart¬ 
ment. 

The $4 million was 


negotiated as an initial annual 
budget, with decisions on how 
it is used to be made by the 
council with a promise of no 
federal interference. 

“We will never have enough 
money to do what’s needed,” 
said Watts, “but we can do 
more with it than some 
bureaucracy in Vancouver or 
Ottawa.” 

The council, made up of 
chiefs from each of the 13 
bands, was formed in 1969 and 
has established housing and 
education as its top priorities.

A three-member board of 
revision is expected to decide 
this week how much increased 
assessment will be levied on 
three local golf clubs and 
other non-profit 
organizations.

Housing business 
big this year 


This is the year the British 
Columbia government enters 
the housing business in a big 
way. 

The message came through 
loud and clear in Premier 
Barrett’s budget Monday, 
when he announced a massive 
$62.2 million increase in the 
budget of the newly- 
established Department 6. 
Housing, allowing it to spend 
up to $75.6 million in the next 
fiscal year. 

A major portion, $50 million, 
is allocated to various 
programs for assembling and 


servicing land, neighborhood 
improvement, co-operative 
housing and family rental 
housing projects. 

Barrett also said he was 
pumping another $40 million 
into the Provincial Home 
Aquisition Fund, which for the 
first time would offer first 
mortgages and home con¬ 
version loans, in addition to 
the second mortgages and 
home acquisition grants now 
available.

Budget shows trim 


The direct debt of the 
provincial government was 
$46.7 million as of March 31, 
1973, down about $1 million 
from the previous year, 
Premier Barrett said Mon¬ 
day. 

The gross contingent 
liability rose to $3.2 billion, up 
$250 million from the previous 
year. Most of this borrowing 
was by B.C. Hydro and B.C 
Railway. 

This is offset partially by 
sinking fund investments 
totalling $298 million. 

The cash reserves, in ad¬ 
dition to the sinking funds, 
stood at $144 million. Ad¬ 
ditional reserves are expected 
for the fiscal year ending 
March 31. However $140 


million will be used in 19^4-75 
spending programs. 

In terms of fixed assets, the 
province has a net position of 
$1.9 billion, which helps to 


balance the $3.2 billion in 
outstanding debt by crown 
corporations.

Booze, tobacco swells 
coffers for province 

Boozers and smokers continue to heavily subsidize 
the provincial government’s fiscal policies. 

The government’s profits from liquor sales in the 
province are estimated at $108 million in the fiscal year 
ending March 31,1975, an increase of $20 million over the 
previous budget. 

Cigarette and tobacco tax is expected to put $21 
million into provincial coffers, no increase over the 
previous year. 

Hotel and motel room tax is estimated at a total of $5.5 
million, compared with $4.5 million the year before.

U,K. strike 
may help 

Tories 


LONDON — Britain's 
270,000 coal miners went on 
strike during the weekend and 
may have played directly into 
the hand of Prime Minister 
Edward Heath's Conservative 
government. 

Heath, campaigning on the 
issue of whether the govern¬ 
ment or the miners are run¬ 
ning the country, scored a 
decisive victory in the first 
public opinion poll on the Feb. 
28 general election. 

The poll showed Con¬ 
servatives leading with a 
projected 45 per cent of the 
vote, a substantial margin 
over Harold Wilson’s Labor 
Party which picked up 37 per 
cent. 

‘ Political observers believe 
the pre-election strike may 
hurt Wilson’s chances. 

; Heath claims his party's 
moderate majority in 
Parliament is being 
sabotaged by those who would 
create anarchy. At a weekend 
political meeting in Southport, 
tfee prime minister termed it 
"a sad and shameful thing’’ 
that Wilson refrained from 
urging the miners to stay on 
the job until after Feb. 28. 

‘‘‘Only one explanation is 
possible,” Heath said. ‘‘He 
dpred not associate with my 
appeal (for a strike delay) 
because he knew that his own, 
tiAle of leader of the Labor 
Party depended on the sup- 
pbrt of the extremists who 
were hell-bent upon a strike.” 

The Labor Party itself has 


been critical of some aspects 
of the strike and it is believed 
Wilson would prefer to have 
campaigned on the issue of 
economic mismanagement by 
the Conservatives, stressing 
their “lamentable” record in 
dealing with rising prices and 
mortgage rates 

Wilson accused the 
government on the weekend of 
turning the country ‘‘from the 
path of prosperity to the road 
to ruin.” 

The strike came following a 
three-month work slowdown 
that produced a national 
power shortage. Coal provides 
70 per cent of Britain’s 
electricity and the shortage 
forced workers in non- 
essential industries to a three- 
day work week. 

A striking miner in South 
Wales, meanwhile, did not see 
the election settling anything 
because, whichever party 
wins, it will have to pay ‘‘a 
decent wage. 

“We aren’t striking for a 
political cause,” he said. “We 
are striking for more money.” 
Under Heath’s anti-inflation 
wage ceiling, coal miners are 
making about $90 a week. 

There will be five more 
seats in the House of Com¬ 
mons after Feb. 28. Standings 
at dissolution of the present 
630-seat house showed the 
Conservatives with 320, Labor 
with 286, Liberals with 11, 
independents with eight, the 
speaker with one, deputy 
speakers with three and one 
vacant.

Car body shops s 
threaten boycott 


A threatened boycott by a 
large number of auto body 
repair shops won't stop the 
March 1 introduction of 
Autoplan, say Insurance Corp. 
of B.C. officials. 

The threat follows a break¬ 
down last week in talks be¬ 
tween ICBC and the 
Automotive Retailers 
Association (ARA) on labor 
rates ICBC will pay for 
repairs on insured vehicles. 
ICBC’s proposed rates were 
lermed “arbitrary and 
ridiculous" by Donn Dean, 
spokesman for the ARA, 
which claims to represent a 
majority of body repair shop 
operators in B.C. 

“The vast majority of B.C.’s 
auto body shops have already 
indicated they will not operate 
or provide service at 
economically unfeasible rates 
just to cover up Autoplan's 
obvious inadequacies," said 
Dean. 

The ARA is asking a labor 
rate of $15.25 an hour for 
Autoplan repair work and 
IBCB is offering $14 an hour. 

Doug Scrivener, senior 
executive of ICBC’s claims 
department, said he was 
certain enough auto body 
shops will be found after 
March 1 to do Autoplan work 
without paying "exorbitant 
rates.” 

“The auto body repair rates 
in B.C. already are the 
highest in Canada and, as far 
as we can determine, the 
highest in North America," 
Scrivener said. 

ICBC has invoices showing 
that some major auto body 
shops have charged $12 an 
hour to private insurance 
companies, while charging 


private citizens $15 or $16 for 
repair work, said Scrivener. 

An ICBC survey shows 
B.C.’s current $14 an hour 
average labor rate for body 
shop repairs is higher than 
Toronto ($10), Seattle ($10 to 


$12). New York (around 
$10.50) and Los Angeles 
(around $10). 

Meanwhile, ICBC an¬ 
nounced a reduction in in¬ 
surance rates charged 
motorcycle dealers for dealer 


plates, which will now equal 
rates for car dealers 
Reduction for liability cover 
is reduced from $208 to $147; 
for physical damage cove^ 
up to $5,000 per accident th^ 
reduction is from $2% to $73* 


Autoplan rush 
beaters 'beaten' 


Some Autpplan customers 
who “beat the rush” by 
paying early are being gyp¬ 
ped. 

The reason is changes in 
rates and classifications made 
by the government after the 
auto insurance went on sale 
this year. 

Some — but not all — of the 
overpayments are expected to 
be picked up by computers. 
The rest will require com¬ 
plaints by vehicle owners or 
insurance agents before 
refunds are made. 

No special campaign is 
being planned to draw 
overpayments to the attention 
of Autoplan customers. 

Principal victims of the plan 
changes are multi-car 
families with young drivers 
and also those who make 
limited use of their cars for 
business. Many are eligible 


for lower rates because of 
recent changes. 

An Autoplan spokesman 
said he hoped agent§ and 
owners will write the In¬ 
surance Corporation of B.C. if 
they think rate changes apply. 

Other changes in Autoplan 
since Autoplan was in¬ 
troduced include lower rates 
for residents of Northern 
Vancouver Island, lower rates 


for motorcycles under 650 c.d.

Track and field stars ex¬ 
ploded into the weekend 
spotlight with a spectacular 
assault on world records. 

The quick little man 
smashed one in his farewell to 
amateur ranks. The muscular 
giant cracked another, and so 
did the slip of a girl. 

Tiny Mary Decker set a 
world mark for the women’s 
indoor 880-yard run during the 
Los Angeles Indoor Games. 
Winning by 30 yards over her 
closest pursuer, Mary clocked 
a time of 2:06.7, shattering the 
previous standard of 2:07.3 set 
by Madeline Manning in 1969 
and equalled in 1971 by 
Seattle’s Doris Brown. 

Los Angeles fans also saw 
George Woods put his 310 
pounds behind the 16-pound 
shot and for the second time in 
seven days break the world 
mark, this time with a heave 
of 72 feet, 2 ^4 inches. It was 
the longest shot put ever 
recorded, indoors or out, and 
it erased the record of 70-4^ 
he set the previous week. 

Olympic champion Rod 
Milburn put his speed on 
display at New York and 
blitzed to a world indoor mark 
of 6.8 seconds in the 55-metre 
hurdles, his last effort as an 
amateur

Proposed change blurs 
Canadian hoop playoffs 


University of Victoria 
Vikings are locked in a three- 
way scrap for the final playoff 
berth in the Canada West 
University Athletic 
Association Men’s Basketball 
I^cague. 

But it may be an exercise in 
futility because of a proposed 
change of dates for the 
national collegiate tour¬ 
nament. 

Mike Elcock, athletic 
director at UVic, has been 
asked to decide on alter¬ 
natives put forth by Jim Day 
of Lethbridge, president of the 
Canada west Association, 
concerning the playoff 
situation. 

The problem first arose in 
December when the Canadian 
Intercollegiate Athletic 
Union, the body which en¬ 
compasses the five regional 
associations (Canada West, 
Great Plains, Ontario, Quebec 
and Atlantic), advised all 
members that the national 
final, scheduled March 7 to 9, 
had to be moved up to Feb. 28 
and March 1 and 2 because of 
a switch requested by a 
television network which will 
be telecasting the event. 

Four of the five associations 
agreed with the switch but 
Canada West rejected it 
because the dates conflicted 


with playoff dates set before 
the start of the season. 

The CIAU asked Canada 
West to reconsider again last 
month but was advised again 
that it was not in agreement. 

The latest development 
came Feb. 7 when Day sent a 
telegram to all Canada West 
universities advising, in part, 
“It seems very likely that 
(the) other four associations 
will recommend to CIAU to 
hold (the) national tour¬ 
nament (on) first weekend in 
March whether or not Canada 
West decides to participate.” 

Day suggested three 
alternatives: 

1. Inform CIAU that Canada 
West will not participate. 

2. Make accommodations 
and send winners, a one-game 
playoff (instead of a best-of- 
three series scheduled) 
between the top two teams to 
decide the Canada West 
representative. 

3. Work through the courts 
to insist that decisions 
reached at annual meeting be 
upheld. 

Elcock said he was in favor 
of the last point. 

“I don’t see how they 
(CIAU) can change a decision 
reached at the annual 
meeting. It was unanimous.” 
Elcock stated. 


If the Canada West schedule 
is juggled to accommodate the 
change, it could mean Vikings 
would end up playing eight 
games in nine days — on the 
road. 

"And the Vikings would 
have to do that without a 
coach,” Elcock added, “I 
don’t think Gary Taylor could 
get the time off.” 

Elcock said both University 
of Alberta Golden Bears, 
leaders of the league, and 
Vikings are opposed to the 
sudden-death playoff idea. If 
the final stays as a best-of- 
three affair, it would mean 
Vikings would finish off their 
20-game league schedule in 
Calgary with games Feb. 22 
and 23, travel to Edmonton for 
playoffs slated Feb. 24-26 and 
if successful at Edmonton, go 
directly to London, Ont., for 
the national finals starting 
Feb. 28. 

However, any discussion 
about playoffs may be 
academic following the 
weekend action at Saskatoon. 

University of Saskatchewan 
Huskies, winners of only one 
of their first 13 Canada West 
games, sank Vikings twice, 70- 
64 on Friday and 77-63 on 
Saturday. 

That, combined with 
University of British 


Columbia Thunderbirds* 
weekend sweep over visiting 
University of Calgary 
Dinosaurs (72-68 and 61- 
60), left Vikings in third place, 
one game behind UBC.

Under the scheme, for every 
two volumes bought by 
a store at the regular trade 
price, the company throws in 
a third one. 

Two years in the planning, 
the scheme called for stores to 
set up a display table and for 
every two books purchased, a 
buyer could help himself to a 
third one at no charge. 
Following objections from 
booksellers, though, a com 
promise was reached so that 
stores could either follow the 
original plan, or discount all 
the hooks by one-third, which 
would have the same final 
objective.

Theatre people in 
Czechoslovakia 15 years ago 
began looking for a new 
means of expression. Black 
pro Med the answer — 
creation ot a ‘htatr'* style in 
which actors and C-jects \ ere 
visible and. uddedy. *f,- 
visible. 

The range of expression was 
widened immeasurably. 
Playwrights could not only 
inject familiar articles sud¬ 
denly into the action, but could 
look backward and forward in 
time to convey their message. 

The basic appeal is 
probably still the magic, in 
which things and even people 
materialize or vanish before 
your eyes. 

With no spoken dialogue, the 
presentation evolves from 
ballet, mime and puppetry, in 
all of which this company of 10 
performers displays out¬ 
standing ability. That same 
lack of the spoken word, of 
course, makes the per¬ 
formance intelligible to 
audiences in any country. 

One or two offerings were 
built around situations more 
familiar to mid-European 
viewers. Although these 
sometimes puzzled the Vic¬ 
toria audience as to meaning, 
they still provided enjoyment 
in skill of performance. 

The basic emphasis was on 
fun, simple clowning acts and 
indications of how little man 
has changed his ways through 
the centuries. 

But there was political 
satire, too, with militaristic 


dictatorships threatening the 
lifestyle of the individual. 

As described in advance 
notices from John Minshall, 
who brought the show to 
Victoria, the Black Theatre is 
for all ages. Children love the 
simple magic of invisibility, 
while adults laugh at and also 
provoked to thought about the 
underlying message.

They range from the sim¬ 
plest description of selfish 
shellfish to the complicated 
and lengthy story' of Shrewd 
Simon Short and his stuttering 
son Sam. 

All in all. this snappy little 
tome is more fun than trying 
to work out a solitaire game 
with a deck of 51 cards. 

However, take heed — 
whoever picks it up will 
rapidly subject anyone else 
within earshot to a queer, 
quick, questioning quiz!

At first glance, it would 
appear that book with the 
discouraging title of Black- 
hoard Odyssey which the 
publishers’ blurb describes as 
the result of a ‘‘25,000 mile trip 
to compare and survey 
European education” would 
be of little interest to other 
than a pedagogue . . or a 
pushy member of the PTA. 

Amazingly, it is eminently 
readable. A quick skimming 
of classroom techniques in 10 
different parts of Europe by a 


person — in this case Van¬ 
couver high school teacher 
Jan Drabek — who obviously 
knows his subject and has the 
uncommon knack of being 
able to translate his opinions 
and findings into concise lay 
language. 

What’s more, it beautifully 
puts the lie to those who claim 
off the top of their heads that 
European education is far 
superior to North American 
and it’s enough to petrify 
those who claim that free and 
unstructured teaching and 
learning techniques are the 
way to salvation for the 
stultifying school system.

Columbia’s provincial parks 
in 1973 reached an all-time 
high of 9,664,000 visits, 
compared with 8,355,000 in 

1972. 

A park official said camper- 
nights increased 26 per cent, 
from 1,493,000 in 1972 to 
1,875,000 last year. Day visits 
climbed from 6,863,000 to 
7,789,000, an increase of 14 per 
cent. 

British Columbians still 
represent the largest per¬ 
centage of users, 59 per cent in 

1973, down slightly from 58.5 
per cent in 1972. 

But users from other parts 
of Canada increased from 19.1 
per cent to 21 per cent, an 
indication that more 


Canadians are visiting British 
Columbia. 

Residents of the United 
States declined from 22.3 per 
cent to 21 per cent. 

A trend away from tents as 
a form of accommodation 
continued in 1973 when 35 per 
cent of the campground users 
utilized tents as compared 
with 37.5 per cent jn 1972. 

But parks director Robert 
Ahrens qualified this by 
noting that the figures only 
applied to developed camp¬ 
sites.

“They took a shower, went 
through all the gyrations from 
stripping off their clothes, 
showering and shaving right 
down to the moment they 
tucked themselves under the 
covers,” Wright said.

Schrage has run the gamut 
of the animal world since he 
began training animals more 
than 13 years ago 

He began his training at 
Rotterdam Zoo where he 
handled lions, panthers, tigers 
and cheetahs with as much 
aplomb and confidence as the 
owner of a tame but always 
independent tabby cat. 

With time out to attend 
university to earn animal 
training diplomas and a 
grounding in biotechnical 
ability, Schrage has also put 
in four years at the famous 
Belgium dolphinariums of 
Hardewuk ana Brugge. 

What woos such a man away 
from Europe, especially when 
he has a wife and two young 
daughters? 

Schrage flew out first to look 
Victoria over and liked what 
he saw. 

“I like it all,” he said, 
spreading his arms wide, 


with his new charges at 
Sealand. 

Soon he’ll get down to the 
business of bringing a Euro¬ 
pean flair to Sealand’s whale 
pool and other facilities. 

He’ll also bring humility. 

“I like it when people laugh 
at the trainer . . . never, never 
at the animal. It is us that 
must look silly, not them,” he 
said. 

Wright agreed. 

“Cees is never hung up on 
being the star of the show — 
and that’s the way it should 
be.”

Pennies moving 


The Vancouver mining 
market is booming again and 
the happiest man in town is 
Ernie Hudson. 

He is manager of Annett 
Mackay stockbrokers, a firm 
that specializes in the penny 
mines and oils of British 
Columbia. 

Annett Mackay does at least 
75 per cent of its business on 
Vancouver Stock Exchange 
where the speculative mines 
mean feast or famine. 

Last year a 2 million share 
volume was considered a good 
day on the Vancouver ex¬ 
change. So far this month 
there have been days when 4 
million and even 5 million 
shares traded hands. 

“Our phones are just 
ringing off the wall. It is a 
very pleasant sound,” Hudson 
said. 

Leading the market 
recovery is Norlhair Mines 
Ltd. which has risen from 41 
cents in December to a high of 
$4.40 this week. Northair 
warrants, which give holders 
the right to buy a share of 
Northair at $1.05, were selling 
for 10 cents in December and 
hit a high of $3.40 this week. 


Northair traded 2.5 million 
shares in December, 6.5 
million shares in January. It 
is still churning up hundreds 
of thousands of shares per day 
this month. 

The Northair story began in 
1972 when property was 
staked in Kamloops, near the 
booming Afton copper mine. 
Northair owner Don MacLeod 
found no significant copper 
but took advantage of the 
excitement to add $300,000 to 
the treasury through sale of 
shares. He will add another 
$470,000 from warrants which 
are exercisable on Feb. 13. 

The funds will be used to 
carry out Northair develop¬ 
ment 

The action is at a second 
group of claims on Bran- 
dymine Mountain, near 
Squamish. 

Northair found some copper 
there and in late 1972 found 
significant amounts of silver. 
Then, in December, com¬ 
mercial quantities of gold 
were discovered. 

In January, following the 
gold discovery, the price of 
the stock began to rise 
dramatically. President 
Nixon ended the tax on pur¬ 


chase of foreign securities and 
Americans started buying 
heavily into Canadian gold 
stocks. 

The Toronto gold index rose 
sharply and some of the action 
spilled over into the Van¬ 
couver market with most of 
the enthusiasm being for 
Northair. 

The company believes it has 
reserves of 6,000 ounces of 
gold worth $148 an ounce with 
a total value of $840,000. 

What that means in terms of 
stock value is a matter of 
conjecture. Most stocks reach 
their peak during the period of 
discovery and then slump to 
more realistic levels when 
mining begins. 

There are some Northair 
pessimists active in the 
market as there is a short 
position of 100,000 shares. 
Investors selling those shares 
believe they will soon be able 
to buy Northair at a lower 
price. 

The Northair gold discovery 
is the biggest news on the 
Vancouver board since Afton 
found a copper mine in the 
spring of 1972, producing the 
biggest stock boom in the 
history of British Columbia.

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Acute 
care need 
pressing 


The question of providing 
acute care hospital facilities 
on Saanich Peninsula must be 
“very quickly resolved,” 
Health Minister Dennis Cocke 
told 200 peninsula residents at 
the official opening of their 
new 75-bed extended care unit 
on Mount Newton Crossroad. 

Near Cocke there was a sign 
that read, in part: “Peninsula 
Hospital — Finish the Job. 
The promised acute section is 
partially developed. Build it 
now.” 

Cocke said the new hospital 
has more than enough 


facilities tor a 75-bed unit and 
was built with the intention of 
expanding in the future 

Speaking on acute care for 
the peninsula, Cocke said, 
“That’s an argument we must 
get into very quickly and 
resolve.” 

Providing acute care in 
such a small hospital could 
result in “a reduction of 
quality of service,” he said, 
but it would also be “handier” 
for peninsula residents. 

The two concepts must be 
“weighed one against the 
other,” said Cocke.

Trial told theft intended 


A survivor of the 1964 
Granduc mining camp slide in 
northwest B.C., which took 
more than 20 lives, has been 
sentenced in Victoria 
provincial court to three 
months in jail for three bad 
cheques. 

David Clarence Moore, 41, a 
native of Dauphin, Man., 
admitted writing two bad 
cheques in Vancouver and a 
third in Esquimalt earlier this 
year for a total of $45. 

Sentence imposed by Judge 
Edmond Jorre de St. Jorre 
will be in addition to a 
Manitoba term for similar 
charges last year. 

$2,800 in cash 
missing at hotel 

Cash totalling $2,800 was 
reported missing from the 
office safe of the Kings Hotel, 
570 Yates, Saturday morning. 

Victoria police said the 
money represented proceeds 
from the previous day’s take 
plus float and cheque cashing 
money. No silver was taken, 
only bills. 


Moore has two years to go 
on that term and told St. Jorre 
he failed to return to Stoney 
Mountain prison in Manitoba 
after getting a Christmas 
leave. He said he could not get 
treatment there for his alcohol 
problem but could at tne B.C. 
penitentiary. 

Moore said he would try to 
escape from Stoney Mountain 
again if sent back but 
prosecutor Peter Birkett said 
Moore’s transfer to the B.C. 
institution was being 
arranged.

B.C., caught miner 
Moore as he walked to a camp 
toolroom. A small snow 
cavern formed around him 
and he was unconscious 
during most of the several 
hours before rescuers found 
him. 

Victoria area resident 
Robert Bruce Ivor Thomas, 
49. was sentenced by Judge F 
S. Green to a total of 18 
months in jail. 


Thomas, whose record 
included many false pretences 
convictions and one tor failing 
to appear in court, admitted 
Jan. 22 he wrote 20 bad 
cheques between Sept. 27 and 
Oct. 28 last year Tor oash, 
goods, lodgings and tran¬ 
sportation in this area. 

The counts covered items 
worth a total of $615 received 
in Victoria. Saanich, 
Esquimalt and Colwood and 
there was also a charge of 
tailing to appear in Victoria 
court Nov. 2.

Extortion sentence 


VANCOUVER - A 26-year- 
old man. described as leader 
of an extortion ring operating 
in Chinatown, is to be sen¬ 
tenced today. 

Kwok Kin Wong was found 
guilty last week by Provincial 
Court Judge William Selbie of 
extortion. Prosecutor Bob De 
Bou said the practice was 
widespread but fear of 
reprisal had cowed the 
Chinese community to silence. 

He called for the maximum 
14-year penalty for Wong. 

A police constable who 
investigated said members of 
the “club”, originally 
organized as a soccer team, 
range in age from 12 to 26. He 


said a seized “accounts book” 
listed names and amounts of 
money paid to the club by 
Chinese businesses. 

Fuelish mishap 

BETHEL, Conn. — Charles 
Moffett of Bethel waited in a 
lineup since 5:30 a m. for 
gasoline. Unfortunately, the 
75-car line crossed a railway 
track and just as Moffett’s car 
straddled the rails at 7:10 a m.

demolished it. Police charged 
Moffett with failure to stop at 
a grade crossing.
